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LICHENS OK THE GASPE PENINSULA, QUEPEC.

The first e.xtcnsive collections of liclicns from the Gaspc Ptmiiisula 
in eastern Qinihee were made hy Jolin Maeonti,^ wlio collected at 
the eastern end of the Peninsula in the vicinity of Gasj)C basin and 
Perce, then followed along the northern coast with a geological 
e.xpedition as far as Ste. Anne dcs Monts where he left the main 
j)arty, ascended the Riviere Ste. Anne des Monts and eliml)ed Mt. 
Albert bv wav of Macoun’s Ravine. The collections from this trip

were mostiv sent to Tuckerman and frequently have very little

Maeoun does not mention in his autobiography any other ascents 
besides Mt. Albert, it is assumed that specimens with this altitude 
are from hit. Albert. Specimens marked “Gaspc” alone probably 
came from the eastern end of the peninsula. Eollowing his ascent 
of Mt. Albert, he returned along the coast to Perce and colh'cted in 
that vicinity the rest of the summer. Eollowing this, the central 


portion of the Shick.shock Mountains were explored and mapped with 
considerable detail by J. Collins and M. L. Fernald in ]f)()5 and 
lO(K). Some of the lichens of this expedition were forwarded by 
Collins to L. W. Riddle for determination. Riddle’s list’ includes 
some species collected at Bic only. These have been omitted from 
the present list. The remainder, many in small amounts, have been 
studietl by the writer through the courtesy of Collins.

In 11)07, Mucouii visited (ias|)6 Ilsisin and Perce, lar'jely for the 
collection of seaweeds. Some lichens were sent to (j. K. IMcrrill for 
ileterinination and snl).se(iucntly issued as “Canadian Lichens” hut 
in so far as I can discover, were never reported. In the suinnier of 
1028, the writer was a ineinher of an expedition to the Shickshoek 
Mountains under the leadership of M. L. Fernald. The topography 
of the Mt. lyOgan range which was studied on this expedition, luis 
been reported hy Collins and Fernald.'' 

SuhscMpiently Mt. Albert was visited by way of the Riviere St. 
Anne des Monts and the Ruisseau Phupie 5 Malade and the eastern 
edge of the Tabletop range by trail from Mont Louis to the telephone 
line on the north branch of the Riviere Madeleine, thence following 
the telephone line nearly to the toj) of Botanists’ Dome. From a 
camp at Lac Perre, exploration of the northeastern portion of the 
range was nnule and one day spent in c.xamining the head of the 
gorge of the northeastern branch of the Riviere Ste. Anne des Monts. 

While the main attention of the writer was given to the collec¬ 
tion of basidiomyeiites of the regions visited, some time was occupied 
in eolh'cting material of the more conspicuous lichens. Owing to 
the eonditions of travel in the region, practically no attempt was 
nnule to seeuix? sj)eeimens of saxicolous lichens and most of the 
epil)hloe<lal forms were secured from tht‘ trees eut for fire wood while 
the writer remained in camp to attend to the plant presses of the 
exiM'dition. 

The CUulomiurac have received more careful attention since a 
larger amount of material of this group was colleeted. In no other 
groiip has an extensive study been made beyond the usual micro.scopie 
examitiation and eomj)ari.son with as authentic material as is available 
in the liehen herbaria at tin* Farlow Herbarium. Species marked 
with an asterisk have not bei'ii .seen by the writer but have been added 
from Maeoun’s lisC for the sake of completeness. A few names have 
been added which have been taken from a list made by Bruce Fink 
in a recent study of material in the herbaria of Philadelphia and Wash¬ 
ington in connection with his preparation of a lichen flora of North 
America.
